Otherwiſe, the poſi- 
tions might not appear to the committee to be juſt. From this conſideration it became 
neceſſary, to render the inſtructions long and argumentative; and whoever candidly re- 
flects on the importance of the occaſion, will think ſuch a method very juſtifiable, 


The draughr of inſtructions being brought into the provincial committee and read, 
and no objection being made to any of the principles aſſerted in them, it was not thought 
neceſſary, that the argumentative part ſhould continue any longer in them. The com- 
mittee, that brouglit in the draught, therefore moved, that this part of the inſtructions 
might be ſeparated from the reſt. Whereupon the draught was re- committed, for this 
purpoſe, to the committee that brought it in.

And in fact, upon conſidering the primitive ſtate of man, it appears moſt certain, that the appellations of fovereigus and ſub. 
jets, maſters and ſla ves, are unknown to nature. Nature has made us all of the ſame ſpecies, all equal, all free and indepen- 
dent of each other; and was willing that thoſe, on whom ſhe has beflowed the ſame faculties, fhould have all the ſame rights, 
I is therefore beyond all doubt that in this primitive ſtate of nature, no man has of himſelf an original right of commanding 
others, or any title to ſovereignty. . NA 5 

There is none but God alone that has of himſelf, and in conſequence of his nature and perfections, a natural, effential, 
and inherent right of giving laws to mankind, and of exerciſing an abſolute ſovereignty over them. The caſe is otherwiſe 
between man and man, they are of their own nature as independent of one another, as they are dependant on God. This 
Mihotry nod nnn is therefore a right naturally belonging to man, of which it would be unjuſt to deprive him in 
bis will. 4. p. 38. 

There is a beautiful paſſage of Cicero's to this purpoſe &, Nothing is more agreeable to the ſupreme Deity, that governs this univerſe, 
than civil ſocieties luwfully efabliſhed, 27 | - 

When therefore we give io ſovereigns the title of God's vicegerents upon earth, this does not imply that they derive their 
authority immediately from God, but it ſignifies only, that by means of the power lodged in their hands, and with which the 
people have inveſted them, they maintain, agreeable to the views of the Deiry, both order and peace, and thus procure the hap. 
pineſs of mankind. Id. p. 40. I | 

But it will be here objected, that the ſcripture itſelf ſays, that every man ought to be ſubject do the ſupreme powers, becauſe 
they are eſtabliſhed by God j. I auſwer, with Grotivs, that men have eſtabliſhed civil ſocieties, not in conſequence of a divine 
ordinance, but of their voluntary motion, induced to it by the experience they had had of the incapacity which ſeparate families 
were under, of defending themſelves againſt the inſults and attacks of human violence. From thence (he adds) ariſes the ci- 
vil power, which St. Peter, for this reaſon, calls human power, + though in other parts of ſcripture it bears the name of a divine 
infritution 9, becauſe God has approved of it as an eſtabliſhment uſeſul ro mankind |, {5 

all the other argumente, in favor of the opinion we have been here refuting, do not even deſerve our notice. In general. 
it may be obſerved, that never were more wretched reaſons produced than upon this ſubject, as the reader may be eaſily con- 
vinced by reading Puffendorf on the law of nature and nations, who, in the chapter correſponding to this, gives theſe arguments 
at length, and compleatly refutes them *.

taries, that notwithſtanding ſome human frailties, do him ſo much honor, has thought proper, When 
treating of this ſubject, to point out the ** precedent” of the revolution, as fixing the line. We would 
not venture any reflexion on ſo great a man. It may not become us. Nor can we be provoked by his 
expreſſions concerning coloniſts; becauſe they perhaps contain his real, though haſty ſentiments. Surely,

Ws are ſenſible of the objection that may be made, as to drawing a line between rights on each ſide, 
and the caſe of a plain violation of rights. We think it not material. Circumſtances have ad 
produced, and may again produce this queſtion. What conduct of a prince renders. reſiſtance lawful ?. 
James the ſecond and his father violated expreſs rights of their ſubjefts, by doing what their own expreſs 
rights gave them no title to do, as by raiſing money, and levying troops, without conſent of parliament. 
It is not even ſettled, what violation of thoſe will juſtify reſiſtance, But may not, ſome future prince. 
confining himſelf to the exerciſe of his own expreſs rights, ſuch as have been mentioned, act in a man- 
ner, that will be a tranſgreſſion of a boundary” laid down by ** evident conſequence,” the conſti- 
tution declaring he ſhould go no further?” May not this exerciſe of theſe bs expreſs rights, be fo far ex- 
tended, as to introduce univerſal confuſion. and a ſubverfion of the ends of government ? The whole may be 
oppreſſive, and yet any ſingle inſtance legal. The caſe be improbable ; but we have ſeen and now 
feel events once as little expected. Is it not poſible, that one of theſe caſes may happen; If it does, has 
the conſtitution expreſſly drawn a line, beyond which reſiſtance becomes lawful ? It has not. But it 
may be ſaid, a king cannot arm againſt his ſubjects---he cannot raiſe money, without conſent of parlia- 
ment. This is the conſtitutional check upon him. If he ſhould, it would be a violation of hr e- 


preſs rights. If their purſes are (hut, bis power ſhrinks. True. Unhappy coloniſts ! Our money may 


be taken from us and ſtanding armies eſtabliſhed over us, without our conſent---every expreſſly decla- 
red conſtitutional check diſſolved, and the modes of oppoſition for relief ſo contraſted, as to leave us only 
the miſerable alternative of ſupplication or violence. And theſe, it ſeems, are the liberties of Americens.

1% But, on the other hand, it is to be confideted, that every prince, in the firſt parlis ment after his acceſſion, has by long 
uſage a truly royal addition to his hereditary revenue ſettled upon him fer bis life; and has never any occafion to apply wpar- 
liament for ſupplies, but upon ſome public neceſſity of the whole realm. This reſtores to him that couſtitutional indepeydence 
which at his firſt acceſſion ſeems, it muſt be owned, to 92 wanting. And then, with regard to power, we may find perhaps. that 
the hands of government are at leaſt ſufficiently trengthened; and that an Engliſh monarch is now in no danger of deing over - 
borne by either the nobility or the people: Phe inſtruments of power are not perhaps ſo open and avowed asthey formerly were, 
and therefore are the leſs liable to — and invidious reflections ; but they, are not the weaker upon that account. In ſhork, 
our national debt and taxes (beſides the inconveniencies before mentioned) have alſo in their natural conſequences thrown ſuch 
a weight of power into the executive ſcale of government, as we cannot think was intended by our patriot anceſtors ; who glo- 
riouſly ſtruggled for the abolition of the then formidable parts of the prerogative, and by an unaccountable want of foreſight 
eſtabliſhed this ſyſtem in their ſtead. The entire coll: fion and management of ſ vaſt @ revenue, being placed in the hand: of the crown, 
have given riſe to ſuch a multitude of new officers, created by and removeable-at the royal pleaſure, that they have extended the 
influence of government to every corner of the nation, Wiryeſd the commiſſioncys, and the multitude of dependents on the cuter, in 
every port of the kingdom; the commiſſioners of exciſe, and their zamerous ſubelterns, in every inland diſtrict: the poſlmaſiers, and 


their /ervants, planted in every town, and apon every public road; the commiſſioners the lamps, and their difiridutors, whieh are 


full. as ſcattered and full as numerous ; M of the ſalt duty, which, though a ſpecies of exciſe, and couducted in the ſame 
manner, are yet made a diſtin corps from the ordinary managers of that revenue; the ſurveyor} of houſes and windews ; the receiv» 
ers of the-land tax; the managers of lotteries, abd the commiſſioners of hackney aoacies ; all which are either mediately or immediately 
appointed. by the crown, and removeable at pleafure without avy reaſon aſſigned : thefe, it requires bur little penetration to ſee, 
muſt give that power, on which they depend for ſubſiſtence, an influence moſt amazingly extenſive.

Philip's empire then comprehended in Europe, all Spain and Portugal, the two Sicilies, and ſach provinces of the Low Cotth- 
tries as adberred to him, - many iſlands of importance in the Mediterranean—the Milaneſe and many other very valuable terti> 
tories in Italy and ellewhere—In Africa and Aſia, all the dominions belonging to Spain and Portugal—in America the immenſe 
countries lubject to thoſe two kingdoms, with all their treaſures and yet unexhauſted mines, and the Spaniſh Weſt-hidies.

Wu EN it is conſidered that the king as king of England has a power in making laws---the power of 
executing them--of finally determining on appeals--of calling upon us for ſupplies in times of war or any. 
emergency-»that every branch of the prerogative binds us, as the ſubjects are bound thereby in England 
—and that all our intercourſe with foreigners is regulated by parliament.--Coloniſts may ** ſurely” be 
acknowledged to ſpeak with truth, and preciſion, in anſwer to the ** elegantly” expreſt queſtion-- 
What king it is” &c. by ſaying that © his moſt gracious majeſty George the third” is the king of 
England, and therefore, the king” they--profeſs themſelves to be 8 of ?” 

WE are aware of the objection, that, © if the king of England is therefore king of the colonies, they 
are ſubject to the general legiſlative authority of that kingdom.” The premiſes by no means warrant 
this concluſion. It is built on a mere ſuppoſition, that, the colonies are thereby acknowledged to be 
within the realm, and on an incantation expected to be wrought by ſome magic force in thoſe woods. 
To be ſubordinately connected with England, the colonies have contracted. To be ſubject to the ge- 
neral legiſlative authority of that kingdom, they never contracted. Such a power as may be neceſſary 
to preſerve this connection ſhe has. The authority of the ſovereign, and the authority of controuling 
our intercourſe with foreign nations form that power. Such a power leaves the colonies free. But a 
general legiſlative power, is not a power to preſerve that connection, but to diſtreſs and enſlave them. 
If the firſt power cannot ſubſiſt, without the laſt, ſhe has no right even to the firſt,--the colonies were 
deceived in their contract- and the power muſt be unjuſt and illegal; for God has given to them a 
better right to preſerve their liberty, than to her to deſtroy it. In other words, ſuppoling, king, lords 
and commons acting in parliament, conſtitute a ſovereignty over the colonies, is that ſovereignty con- 
ſtitutionally abſolute or limited? That ſtates without freedom ſhould by principle grow out of a free 
ſtate, is as impoſſible, as that ſparrows ſhould be produced from the eggs of an eagle. The ſovereignty 
over theſe colonies, muſt be ꝓ /imited. Heſiod long fince ſaid, half is better than the whole; and 
the ſaying never was more juſtly applicable, than on the preſent occaſion. Had the unhappy Charles 
remembered and regarded it, his private virtues might long have adorned a throne, from which his 
public meaſures precipitated him in blood. To argue on this ſubje& from other inſtances of parliament- 
ary power, is ſhifting the ground. The connection of the colonies with England, is a point of an un- 
precedented and delicate nature. It can be compared to no other caſe ; and to receive a juſt determi- 
nation, it muſt be conſidered with reference to its own peculiar circumſtances. | The common law 
extends to the colonies ; yet Mr. juſtice Blackſtone ſays, ** ſuch parts of the law as are neither neceſſary - 
nor convenient for them, as the juriſdiction of the ſpiritual courts, &c. are therefore not in force. If

Though not a ſingle man of the © infidels or conquered” 
people, ſhould now be found to reſide in each colony; yet a political contagion is communicated to Engliſbmen in ſecula ſeculorum, 
becauſe Indians once fiſhed in the rivers, and hunted in the woods, If this be their “ condition,” then according to the law laid 
down by the judge, © they are ſubject not only to the controul of parliament,” but the“ King may alter and impeſe what laws he 

leaſes.” f 
| It is not known, what the learned Judge means by the word “ principally.” Perhaps he alludes to the ill directed humanity and 
Juſtice of the firſt ſettlers of ſome colonies, who purchaſed the lands from the natives, for valuable and ſatisfactory conſidera - 
tions. It was a very uſeleſs exerciſe of their virtues, for their poſterity. If they had by accident ſettled an“ uninhabited” 
country, the invaluable rights of the common law would have attended them; but when they dared to obtain a ſettlement by 
humanity and juſtice, they forfeited all rights of the common law, to the lateſt ſucceeding ages. Can this he law ? Every caſe 
quoted by the judge, it is humbly apprehended, makes a deſtinction between ſtates or ſocieties compoſed of Engliſh ſubjedts, 
and thoſe compuſed of“ conquered” people, &. and that this is, the only diſtinction warrantable by thoſe caſes. That the 
conquerors thould be conſidered as the conquered, the expellers of the natives as the expelled natives, and the chriſtian poſſeſſorr and 
owners by fair purchaſes from thoſe wha had a right to ſell, as at the infidels no longer poſſeſſing or owning, ſeems to involve a confuſion of 
ideas, little agreeing with the ſtrength of reaſon that informs the common Jaw. |

P&ECEDENTS, it is apprehended, are no otherwiſe regarded in the Engliſb laws than as they eſtab- 
lich certainty for the benefit of the people - according to the maxim--** tniſerable is the ſervitude when the 
laws are uncertain.” Precedents militating againſt the wellfare or happineſs of a people; are incon- 
ſiſtent with the grand original principle on which they ought to be founded. Their ſuppoſed ſanction 
encreaſes in proportion to the repetitions. of injuſtice. They muſt be void. In ſubjects of diſpute between 
man and man, precedents may be of uſe, though not founded on the beſt reaſon. They cauſe a certain- 
ty, and all may govern themſelves accordingly. If they take from an individual one day, they may 
give to him the next. But precedents to overthrow principles, to juſtify the perpetual oppteſſion of 
all, and to impair the power of the conſtitution, though a cloud ot them appear, have no more force 
than the volumes of duſt, that ſurround à triumphal car. They may obſcure it: They cannot ſtop it. 
What would the liberties of the people of Exgland have been at this time, if precedents could have 
made laws inconſiſtent with the conſtitution ? Precedents tending to make men unhappyy can with pro- 
priety of character be quoted only by thoſe beings, to whom the miſety of men is a delight.

A PARLIAMENTARY power of internal legiſlation over theſe colonies, appears therefore to us, equal - 
ly contradictory to humanity and the conſtitution, and illegal. 


As to the ſecond head, a power of regulating our trade, our opinion is, that it is legally veſted in 
parliament, not as a ſupreme legiſlature over theſe colonies, but as the ſupreme legiſlatuce and full re- 
preſentative of the parent ſtate, and the only judge between her and her children in commercial inte- 
reſts, which the nature of the caſe, in the progreſs of their growih admitted. It has been urged, with 
great vehemence againſt us, and ſeems to be thought their fort by our adverſaries, ** that a power of re- 
gulation is a power of legiſlation, and a power of legiſlation, if conſtitutional, muſt be univerſal and 
ſupreme in the utmoſt ſenſe of the words. It is theretore concluded, that the coloniſts. by acknowledg - 
ing the power of regulation, have acknowledged every other power.” On this objection we obſerve, 
that according to a maxim of law, it is deceittul and dangerous to deal in general propoſitions.” The 


freedom and happineſs of ſtates depend not on & artful arguments, but on a few plain principles. The 
plauſible appearance of the objection conſiſts in a confuled comprehenſion of ſeveral points, entirely 


diſtin in their nature, and leading to conſequences directly oppoſite to each other. There was a time, 
when England had no colonies. Trade was the object ſhe attended to, in encouraging them. A love 


of freedom was manifeſtly the chief motive of the adventurers. The connexion of colonies with their

But their trade, however important it may be, as the affairs of mankind are circum- 
ſtanced, turns on other principles. All the power of parliament cannot regulate that at their pleaſure. 
It muſt be regulated not by parliament alone, but by treaties and alliances formed by the king w1T HñOU r 
THE CONSENT OF THE NAT TON, With other ſtates and kingdoms. The freedom of a people 
conſiſts in being governed by laws, in which no alteration can be made, wit bout their conſent. Yet the 
wholeſome force of theſe laws is confined to the limits of their own. country. That is, a ſupreme le- 
giſlature to a people, which acts internally over that people, and inevitably implies per/ona/ afſent; re- 
preſentation, or ſlavery. When an univerſal empire is eſtabliſhed, and not till then, can regulations 
of trade properly be called, acts of ſupreme legiſlature. _ It ſeems from many authorities, as if 'almoſt 
the whole power of regulating the trade of England was originally veſted in the crown. One reſtriction 
appears to have been, that no duty could be impoſed without the conſent of parliament. Trade was 
little regarded by our warlike anceſtors, As commerce became of more importance, duties, and ſeve- 
rities were judged neceſſary additions to its firſt ſimple ſtate, parliament more and more interfered, The 
conſtitution was always free, but not always exactly in the ſame manner. By the Feodal law, all 
navigable rivers and havent were computed among the Regalia, and were ſubject to the ſovereign of the 
ſtate. And in England it hath always been held, that the king is lord of the whole ſhore, and parti- 
cularly is guardian of the ports and havens, which are the inlets and gates of the realm : and therefore, 
ſo early as the reign of king John, we find ſhips ſeized by the kings officers, for putting in at a place 
that was not a legal port. Theſe legal ports were undoubtedly at firſt aſſigned by the crown ; fince'to 
each of them a court of portmote is incident, the juriſdiction of which muſt flow from the royal au- 
thority. The erection of beacons, lighthouſes, and fea marks is alſo a branch of the royal prerogative. 
The king may injoin any man from going abroad, or command any man to return. The powers of 
eſtabliſhing public marts, regulating of weights and meaſures, and the giving authority to,. or making 
current, money, tbe medium of commerce, belong to the crown. By making peace or war, leagues and 
treaties, the king may open or ſtop trade as he pleaſes. The admiralty courts are grounded on the ne- 
ceſſity of ſupporting a juriſdiction ſo extenſive, though oppoſite to the uſual doctrines 4 the common 

law. The laws of O/eron were made by Richard the firſt, and are ſtill uſed in thoſe courts.” In the 
Mare clauſum,” are ſeveral regulations made by kings.“ Time forbids a more exact enquiry into 
this point : but ſuch it is apprehended, will on enquiry be found to have been the power of the crown, 
that our argument may gain, but cannot looſe.

Brooke lord chief juſtice of the common pleas, mentions the caſe almoſt in the ſame words, title parliament g8—bur go ſays 
—" the chief juſtice was of opinion, that the ſtatuies of England ſhall bind Ireland, which was in a manner agreed by the other 
Juſtices; and yet it was denied the former day: Ir wote, that Ireland is a realm of itſelf, and has a parliament in itſelf.“ 

Here it may be obſerved, frft, that the reaſon aſſigned by the judges, why the ſtatutes of England bind not the people of Ire» 
land, though ſpecially named, contains a conſtitutional principle, the ſinequa of freedom. Secondly, that the people of Ireland. 
as ſubjects of the king, were under the admiralty of England as to things done on the high ſea; which is a ſtrong confirmation 

iven by the judges ot England, to the ſuppoſition before made, of the power of regulating trade being formerly veſted in the 
| "a Thirlly, that the opinion of the chief juſtice, and of the other juſtices, ſuch as it was, ** reddendo ſingula fingulis, & 
ſecundum ſubjectam materiam,” proves at molt, only that Ireland was — by ſtatutes regulating their trade, for 5 was 
the 2 Henry 6th ch. 4th on which the caſe aroſe, Fourth/y, that Brooke a man of great eminence and dignity in the law, ap- 
pears by his note. to have been diſſatisfied with the judgment, tho' only on a ſtatute of regulation, for this reaſnn of ſuch 
weight with an Engliþman,—'* becauſe Ireland is a realm of itſelf and has a parliament within itſelf.” Fythh, that the aut ho- 
rity of the crown, including the regulation of che trade of Ireland, and ſending wiirs of error there, were ſufficient reſtraiuts, 
to ſecure the obediente and ſubordination of that kingdom. This reaſon ſeems to have held its ground, till lord chief juſtice 
Coke's time ; and though a great reverence is entertained for his memory, yet it can never be acknowledged, that an * iter 
dietum” of his, or of any other man, is a rule of law. In Calvin's caſe, the chief juſtice reciting the foregoing caſe, ſays, * Hi- 
bernia haber parliamentum, & faciunt leges, & noſtra ſtatuta non legant eos, quia non mittunt milites ad parljiamentum (which 
* adds he.“ is to be underſtood, unleſs they be ſpecially. named.) And does the “ eſpecially naming them,” give them a repre- 
ſentation, or remove the injuſtice of binding them without it! This obſervation in plain Eugliſi would run thus. Our ſta- 
tutes do not bind the people of Ireland, when we do not intend to bind them, becauſe, they are not repreſented in our parlia- 
ment: but our (ſtatutes bind them, when we intend to bind them. What is this but ſaying —* that to ſpeak of their not bein 
repreſented, is a mere jargon; and the ſole point is, whether it is our will to bind them' —or in other wor ds—** that our fta- 
rutes do not bind them for a reaſon, as ſtrong as man can give, and ſo acknowledged by us to be, which yet, is no reaſon at 
all: for, where there is no occaſion for its operation, ir applies not; and where there is occaſion, it is of no force.” His lord- 
ſhip bad juſt before taken notice that « a writ of error did lye in the king's bench of England of an erroneous judgment in the 
king's bench of Ireland; and perhaps that led him in the courſe of his argument to imagine, there might be a like pre-emi- 
nence of the parliament of England over that of /reland, That this was his reaſon ſeems certain, becauſe at a meeting of com- 
miſſioners to conſider of a projected union between England and Scotland, at which the chief j ultice was preſent Moor 796, ir 
is ſaid, © that parliament has power over Ireland, as is proved by that a writ of error may be brought of a jadgment- in the. king's 
bench of Ireland.“ In the 4th inſt. he alſo ſays the people of Guernſey, Ferſey and Man are not bouud by the ſtatuies of England, 
unleſs they are ſpecially named. Yet whoever examines the ftatutes relating to Ireland, Guernſey, Jerſey and Man, will have 
very little cauſe to believe, that it has been thought in England, that ſtatutes would generally bind the people of thoſe countries, 
notwithſtanding the ſubjection of Ireland, and the other iſlands, the many diſtrefles of the former, and the weakneſs of the 
Jatter have afforded opportunities of extending ſuch a power over them. With reſpect to all theſe places ſcarce a ſtatute can be 

ound of any period, but forthe regulation of their trade. The ſame obſervation may be made as ro Caſcoigny. Guienne and Ca- 
lair.

THe power of regulation was the only band that could have held us together; formed on one of 
theſe original contracts, which only can be a foundation of juſt authority. Without ſuch a band 
our general commerce with foreign nations, might have been injurious and deſtructive to her. Reaſon 
and duty reje& ſuch a licence. This our e that of children to a parent. The parent has 
a power over them: but they have rights, what the Tr cannot take away. Heaven grant that our 
mother country may regard us as her children, that if by the diſpenſation of Providence, the time ſhall 
come, when her power increaſes the memory of former kindneſſes, may ſupply its decays, and her 
colonies like dutiful children, may ſerve and guard their aged parent, for ever revering the arms that 
held them in their infancy, and the breaſts that ſupported their lives. while they were little ones. 

Ir ſeems, as if the power of regulation might not inaptly be compared to the prerogative of mak- 
ing peace, war, treaties or alliances, whereby ** the whole of nation are bound, AGAINST THEIR 
CONSENT :” and yet the prerogative by no means implies a ſupreme legiſlature. The language held in 
* the Commentaries” on this point is very remarkable. With regard to FOREIGN CONCERNS the 
king is the delegate or repreſentative of the people; and in him, as in a center, all the rays of his people 
are united ; and the $0vERE1[ GN POWER quoad hoc is veſted in his perſon ||.” Will any Engliſpman 
ſay theſe expreſſions are deſcriptive of the king's authority, WI TUIN THE REALM. *© Is the govn- 
REIGN POWER within that veſted in his perſon?” He is ſtiled © ſovereign” indeed; * his realm is de- 
clared by many acts of parliament an Empire, and his crown Imperial.” But do theſe ſplendid appel- 
lations, the higheſt known in Europe ſignify, that ſovereign powxx is veſted in his perſon within 
the realm?” We have a full anſwer in the Commentaries. , ©* The meaning of the legiſlature, when it 
uſes theſe terms of empire and imperial, and applies them to the realm and crown of England, is only to 
aſſert, that our king is equally ſovereign and independant within theſe his dominions; and owes no hind 
of ſubjection to any potentate upon earth. Thus w maintain, that with regard to FORELGN AFFAIRS; 
the parent original ſtate, ** is the delegate or repreſentative,” of the entire dominions, ** the ſovereign 
power QUOAD noc is veſted in her, Her acts under this power * irrevocably bind the whole nation.” 
But yet this power by no means implies a ſupreme legiſlature. 52 

Tu s exerciſe of this power by ftatutes was abſolutely neceſſary; becauſe it was and could only be 
lodged, as the laws of the parent ſtate ſtand in the ſupreme legiſlature of that ſtate, conſiſting of king, 
lords and commons; and /atutes are the modes by which this united ſentiments and reſolutions are ex- 

reſt, It is univerſally acknowledged in Great- Britain, that it infers no power of taxation in king and 
ads that their limited authority is uſed in cloathing, gifts and grants of the commons with the forms of 
lau- nor does it infer ſupreme legiſſature over us, that the limited authority of king, lords and commons 
is ufed in cloathing regulations of trade with the form of law. The commons joining in the law, is not 
material. The difference is only in the mode of aſſent. Theirs is expreſ5, ours is implied, as the aſ- 
ſent of the whole nation,” is, in the preceding inſtances. | 

T n 1s power of regulation appears to us to have been pure in its principle, ſimple in its operation, 
and falutary in its effects. But for ſome time paſt we have obſerved, with pain, that it hath been turn- 
ed to other purpoſes, than it was originally defigned for, and retaining its title, hath become an en- 
gine of intolerable oppreſſions and grievous taxations. The argument of an eminent judge, ſtates the 
point in a fimilar caſe ſtrongly for us, in theſe words “ Though it be granted, that the king hath the 
cuſtody of the havens and ports of this iſland, being the very gates of this kingdom, and is truſted with 
the keys of theſe gates; yet the inference and argument thereupon made, I utterly deny. For in it there 
is mutatio bypothefis, and a tranſition from a thing of one nature to another; as the premiſes are of a power 
only fiduciary, and in point of truſt and government, and the conclufion infers a right of intereſt and gain. 
Admit the * has cuſtodiam portuum, yet he hath put the cuſtody, which is a truſt and not dominium 
utile. He hath power to open and ſhut, UPON CONSIDERATION OF PUBLIC GOOD To THE PEOPLE 

ANL STATE, but not to make gain and benefit by it: the one is PROTECT LON, the other is EXPL1LA- 
ION.“ By common law the king may reſtrain a ſubje& from going abroad, or enjoin him by his 
chancellor from proceeding at law: But to conclude, that he may therefore tate money, not to reſtrain 
or not to enjoin, is to ſell government, trult and common juftice. | | 


claim a power of binding the people of that kingdom * in all caſes whatſoever.” With reſpect to all theſe declarations, howe- 
ver, as they are made to refer to us, we may anſwer as the lion did te the man in the fable. 

Much the ſame arbitrary conſtruction has been made on the queſtion ; whether a man could be tried in England on a charge 
of committing treaſon in Ireland. In queen Elizabeth's reign, * Gerrarde, chancellor of Ireland moved that queſtion to the 
counſel of the queen, and it was held by Wray, Dier, and Gerrarde, attorney general, he could not, becauſe he was a ſubject 
of Ireland and not of England, and if tried in England, he could not be tried by his peers.” Dier, 360. Afterwards, to gra- 
tify the queen's reſentment againſt ſome rebels, they were tried in England ;z and thus paſſion and complaiſance made very good 
law againſt reaſon and juſtice. : 

Having mentioned Calvis's caſe, it may not be improper to obſerve, that if the author of „the controverſy” had taken the 
trouble of reading it, he might have found his perplexities retnoved on the queſtion that has given him ſo much anxiety, and 
brought ſuch a load of reproaches on the colonies. He is provoked at our inſolence for prerending to be any thing more than 
aliens in England, while we deny the power of parliament to bind us “ in all caſes whatever,” In that caſe, the gentleman 
would have diſcovered, that the judges of England held, that a man born in Scotland, under the allegiance of James the firſt, af. 
ter bis acceſſion to the throne of England, was entitled to all the rights of a ſubject born in England; though the objection, that 
ſtatutes of England could not bind Scotland or a man refiding there, who held lands in England, was mentioned in the courſe of 
the argument. That great difficulty being got over, if the gentleman will go a ſtep farther, and perceive ſome little diſtinction 
between colonies proceeding out of the Joins of England, and the © conguered” countries of Ireland and Wales, — the countries 


four ſeas, whoſe ſovereigns annexed them to England:“ and will only allow the coloniſts a little more regard than is profeſt 
in law books for thoſe countries, and about as much as has been actually obſerved towards them by parliament, he will have no 
turther occaſion to fay ſevere things of thoſe who are willing to eſteem him; and then, if he can perſuade his wortby coun- 
trymen to adopt his ſentiments, their anger will no longer give pain to thoſe who almoſt adore them.

GENTLEMEN, ,, 


HE only deſigu of our meeting together was to put an end to our own power in the province, 
by fixing upon a plan for calling a convention to form a government under the authority of the 
people. But the ſudden and unexpected ſeparation of the late afſembly, has compelled us to under- 
take the execution of a reſolve of congreſs, for calling forth 4500 of the militia of the province to join 
the militia of the neighbouring colonies, to form a camp for our immediate protection. We preſume 
only to recommend the plan we have formed to you, truſting that in caſe of ſo much conſequence your 
love of virtue, and zeal for liberty will ſupply the want of authority delegated to us exprefily for that

We nced not remind you that you are now furniſhed with new motives to animate and fupport your 
courage. You are not about to contend againſt the power of Great-Britain in order to diſplace one ſet 
of villians, to make room for another. Your arms will not be enervated in the day of battle, with the 
reflection that you are to riſk your lives, or ſhed your blood for a Britiſh tyrant, or that your poſterity 
will have your work to do over again.---You are about to contend for permanent freedom, to be ſup- 
ported by a government which will be derived from yourſelves, and which will have for its obje& not 
the emolument of one man, .or clais of men only, but the ſafety, liberty, and happineſs of every indi- 


vidual in the community.

We call upon you therefore by the reſpect and obedience which are due to the authority of the united 
colonies, to concur in this important meaſure.

of time, for eſtabliſhing = a laſting foundation the liberties of one quarter of the globe. 

Should you deſert the common cauſe at the preſent 
juncture, the glory you have acquired by your former exertions of ſtrength and virtue will be tarniſhed, 
and our friends and brethren, who are now acquiring laurels in the moſt remote parts of America will 
reproach us, and bluſh to own themſelves natives or inhabitants of Pennſylvania.

V litical bands which have connected them with another, and to aſſume, among the powers of the 
earth, the ſeparate and equal ſtation to which the laws of nature and of nature's God entitle them, a 
decent reſpect to the opinions of mankind requires that they ſhould declare the cauſes which impel them

We hold theſe truths to be ſelf-evident; that all men are created equal; that they are endowed, by 
their Creator, with certain unalienable rights; that among theſe are life, liberty, and the purſuit of 
happineſs.---That to ſecure theſe rights, governments are inſtituted among men, deriving their juſt 
powers from the conſent of the governed; that whenever any form of government becomes deſtructive 
of theſe ends, it is the right of the people to alter or to aboliſh it, and to inſtitute new government, 
laying its foundation on ſuch principles, and organizing its powers in ſuch form, as to them ſhall ſeem 
molt likely to effect their ſafety and happineſs. Prudence, indeed, will dictate, that governments 
long eſtabliſhed, ſhould not be changed for light and tranſient cauſes ; and accordingly all experi- 
ence hath ſhewn, that mankind are more diſpoſed to ſuffer, while evils are ſufferable, than to right 
themſelves by aboliſhing the forms to which they are accuſtomed. But when a long train of abuſes 

and uſurpations, purſuing invariably the ſame object, evinces a deſign to reduce them under abſolute 
deſpotiſm, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off ſuch government, and to provide new. guards 
for their future ſecurity. Such has been the patient ſufferance of theſe colonies ; and. ſuch is now the:

is H E confuſion which hath for ſome time happened amongſt the people in the diſputed lands be- 
tween Pennſylvania and this colony, and a repreſentation to the convention, that a civil war was 
like to be the conſequence if ſomething was not done to prevent it, induced that body to take the ſub- 
ject into conſideration, who were ſorry to diſcover that a jealouſy ſeemed to prevail in the governing 
powers of Pennſylvania, of our intending the garriſons on the Obio to influence that diſpute, and to over- 
awe their people. Whereas we only mean by them to protect our people and thoſe in the conteſted ſet- 
tlement from the danger they are expoſed to of Indian ravages, without the moſt diitant view to offer 
any injury to our friends and neighbours, with whom it is our inclination as well as intereſt to unite, a 
temporary boundary appeared to the convention the only means of quieting the people, until we have 
leiſure to refer the final deciſion to ſome arbitrating power between us, and in fixing that, they judged, 
that to point a line which would moſt nearly leave the inhabitants in the country they reſpectively ſettled 
under, would be mot likely to give general ſatisfaction; and having examined ſeveral gentlemen well 
acquainted with that country, who were of opinion that end would be anſwered by the line deſcribed in 
the incloſed reſolution, they have reſolved to propoſe that line to the Pennſylvania afſembly, and have 
commanded us to tranſmit it to you, requeſting that you would negotiate the matter in ſuch manner as 
you ſhall think moſt effeRual. | e | Fn

T H E committee of the honorable convention of the ſtate of Pennſyluania, appointed to confer with 
the honorable delegates in congreſs from the ſtate of Virginia on the ſettlement of a temporary 
boundary between the ſaid ſtates, are of opinion, that the line propoſed by the honorable delegates 
will be very wide from the true limits of Pennſylvania, according to the charter: And as the ſtate of 
Virginia in one of their moſt ſolemn acts, publiſhed as the future form of government for that ſtate, 
and intending thereby to lay the moſt ſolid baſis for union and confederation with the neighbouring 
ſtates, has ceded, releaſed, and forever confirmed, to the people of this ſtate all the territories con- 
«* tained within the charter erecting this colony, with all the rights of property, juriſdiction and govern- 
« ment, and all other rights whatever,” the propoſing a temporary boundary, which would cut off fo 
large a part from this ſtate, ſeems inconſiſtent with the ſaid full, free and abſolute releaſe, and inſtead 
of being the baſis of union, would certainly be the occaſion of much confuſion; and as the minds of 
the inhabitants of that part of the country are greatly agitated by the diſputes between the two govern- 
ments, we have reaſon to apprehend fatal conſequences, ſhould a temporary boundary ſo apparently par- 
tial be agreed to, even upon the principle mentioned by the honorable convention of Virginia in their 


reſolve, impowering their delegates to confer on this ſubje& (ſuppoſing it equitable, which may be lia- 


ble to diſpute) the line propoſed we apprehend cannot be admitted; and we are convinced, that honorable 


body muſt have been miſinformed as to the ſettlement of gr Ban of the country which lies between the 


temporary boundary propoſed and the true line. We can aſſure the honorable delegates, that it is far 


from the wiſh of the people of this ſtate to extend the ſame beyond its due bounds, it is equally far from 


their wiſh to eſtabliſh a temporary juriſdiction confeſſed far within thoſe bounds, as ſuch a temporary 
boundary would on many accounts. be productive of more confuſion and greater inconveniencies than if 
it was permanent and final,—— 


Therefore, as the only means of reſtoring peace and unity amongſt the inhabitants of the frontters of 
each ſtate, it is our earneſt deſire that a temporary boundary as nearly correſpondent to the true one as 
poſſible, 'and ſuch as will“ do no injury to either party” ſhould be run, which may be done in a ver 
ſhort time and at a trifling expence with no conſiderable error, by one or more commiſſioners appointed 
on the part of each ſtate. _ AT | 

It will give us great pleaſure ſhould this propoſal meet with the approbation of the honorable dele- 
gates, as ſuch a ſettlement will enable the inhabitants to join heart and hand in the great cauſe wherein 
we are all equally intereſted. | .

IN the name of the great CONGRESS we bid you welcome. We are glad to ſee you all. We 
take you, not only by therhands, but in our. arms, and we ſay to you, Come brothers let us fit down 
by this fire and talk together, let us tell our minds and ↄpen out hearts unto one another, and help one 
another, that ſo, the great God who made us all, may be pleaſed with us all, and ſend a good wind to 
make the. good old fire burn and blaze up to the ſkies.—L - A ftring.} ; 

Brothers, We have heard your talks, and our hearts are glad thereat---we thank you for the kindneſs 
which you ſhew us on account of the, great trouble we have been in. Our eyes, brothers, have been dim 
with tears, becauſe our troubles have been mapy ; but our hearts have always been ſtrong to bear them, 
becauſe we knew that we had done no wrong to the Engh/ people beyond the great: waters. We-ſent 
many. belts to them, and. prayed them ta hear us bor they threw out belts away,” ang gave us no ions. 
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And inſtead of ſending peaceable men among us to enquire into our troubles, they ſent à great army of 
thirty thouſand men, to take us, and to take away 1 from us, which our 1 who are dead 


and buried, bought of your fathers, who are dead and buried, and to take our towns and our houſes from 
us, which we have built thereon.--- This, brothers, was great trouble to us, becauſe we loved the good 
old king that lived in England beyond the great waters in the time of the laſt war: But he is dead, aud 
another man is king in his ſtead---A wicked man---And this new king took delight in making our eyes 
ſorrowful, and our backs bend with heavy burdens---He put out the council fire, which his fathers and 
our fathers had lighted up, and told us that he would have no other fire than a gunpowder fire:---This, 
brothers, made our hearts heavy, we were ſorry to ſee and to hear ſuch fooliſh wickedneſs---then, bro. 
thers, we looked round, and ſaw there was no other help for us, but to brighten our guns and ſharpen 
our ſwords, and defend ourſelves like men. We called together our old men to adviſe us, and our young 
men to help us, and we went to the ſea ſide, and when our enemies came in their canoes, we bid them 
keep out of our lands; we ſtaid all the ſummer by the ſea fide, and when our enemies ſaw that we were 
ſtronger than they, they kept cloſe in their canoes, and durſt not come forward: But when the winter 
was come, and a great many of our warriors were gone home to ſee their families and get cloathes fit for 
the cold weather, then our enemies ſlipt paſt like frogs from the water, when nobody is near, and run 
through the Jerſcys deſtroying every thing they could find, We let them come forward that we might 
catch them, and in one night we took above a thouſand of them priſoners, with all their guns, ſwords, 
bayonets, and gun powder; and in leſs than a moon we took above a thouſand more priſoners, beſides a 
great many more that we killed and wounded---thoſe that have eſcaped, are now running to their canoes 
like frightened frogs into the water. | EIT 
Brothers. We have been in great trouble for you, leſt any of the Engliſb king's people, who are our 
enemies, ſhould deceive you, and perſuade you to join them againſt us. And by that means put out the 
fire, which our fathers and your fathers had lighted up, and break the ſtrong ſtaff, whereon like brothers 
we ſhould always reſt upon. Our great enemy the Exgliſb king, have perſuaded the Hefians who live 
beyond the great waters, (and whom we ſuppoſe you have heard of,) tojoin with him in trying to con- 
quer us. The Heſfans were a fooliſh people, and liſtened to what our enemies told them, but now they 
are ſorry for it they go about with heavy hearts---almoſt all their people arecither killed, wounded, or 
taken priſoners---they have hardly any thing to eat hardly any thing to wear, and thoſe that are left 
alive with themſelves home again. 63 3 | 
Brothers. Our hearts are glad that you have not been led away by falſe tales like theſe fooliſh He- 
ans, We are joyful to find that your fiendſhip has been like a great ſtrong tree. Brothers, you and we 
live in one great iſland ; one ſky covers us both, and we muſt not fall out--- we muſt ſtick faſt to one ano- 
ther---we muſt love one another---and wiſh well to one another. No good can come of our falling 
out- but great good will come to us both by living brotherly and peaceably together. 8 | 
Brothers. Our eyes. ſome moons paſt, were darkened with tears, but now they are become light--- 
our hearts were heavy, but now they are become light. We ſmile becauſe our affairs are in a good way; 
and we have a double pleaſure in ſeeing our brothers, becauſe they came in the kindneſs of their hearts to 
wipe away our tears, we Jove them for it, becauſe they did not know our good news till they came here, 
Brothers. Now we can fight our own battles. We can have help enough, but we don't want it. 
Several nations beyond the great waters, begin to take our part. We have had no help from any nation, 
yet we have beaten the king of England's whole army, and all the Hefians that came with them. 
Brothers. The great congreſs and their great general Wafbingten, aſk nothing of you but your bro- 
therly love and good wiſhes. Sit down, brothers, under the ſhade of your own trees, and by « ſide of 
your own rivers, and if any of the people of the Engliſb king aſk you to take up the hatchet, tell them, 
that you had no hand in beginning the quarrel, and you will have none in carrying it on. 3 
Brothers, We have left off calling the Lage brothers; we have now no other brothers than you, and 
you have no other good brothers than we. The Exgliſb king has been very cruel to us, and we never 
will be governed by him or any of his people again. We intend to drive them quite away. They wanted 
to have all this country for their own. If they could have conquered us, they would then have wanted 
to conquer you, and when they had got our wheat and corn for nothing, they would have wanted your 
ſkins for nothing, and ſo made ſlaves of us all. They have been very extravagant and waſted all their mo- 
ney, and now they want to plunder us to get it up again. This is the truth, brothers; we were unwilling 
to tell you thus much before, becauſe, we hoped the Engliſb would ſee their folly and leave off. 
Brothers. We liſtened to what you told us about fort Niagara, and we approve your wiſdom in not 
ſuffering our enemy to come through your lands to us, or our going to them. In doing this, you act like 
honeſt men to both ſides, and we love you for ſo doing. {A belt.

Youtell us that you want to ſee and hear from your brothers, who live down in Mary- 
land ; we give you this ſtring, brothers, as a token, that if you will fend one or two of your people down 
to Maryland, that we will take care of them, and that they ſhall go ſafe through our country, and re- 
turn, with God's leave, ſafe unto you again, and be provided fot on the way: A ring.) 

Brothers. We remember the agreement at fort Stanwix, and are ſorry to hear that any of our people 
have been ſo fooliſh as to make bargains for lands with any of your people, contrary to the old agree- 
ment ; our people ought not to have bought them, and your people ought not to have fold them, and, 
in juſtice, we muſt blame both, for both were to blame alike; we will tell this matter to the great con- 
greſs, who will inquire into it, and not ſuffer the old agreement to be broken by any of their people; 
they will call the intruders back, and do ſtrict juſtice to both fides. 

Brothers. We warn you, and caution you, in a kind and brotherly manner, as you Have done us, 
not to let any thing or any body, 8 great or ſmall, get hetween us to part our hands, nor to throw 
cold water into the fire, which our fathers and your fathers have lighted up. And, brothers, we are the 
more earneſt with you, becauſe we ſee by the paper which you ſhew us, and which was written at fort 
Niagara, that ſome bad perſon. belonging to the Engliſßʒ king on the other fide the t waters, has 
been trying to make a quarrel between you and us, on account of thoſe fooliſh note wid have gone 
over the bounds.--Brothers, thoſe who are our enemies are your enemies, and you muſt not liſten to ſuch 
men. We need not fall out about a piece of land, here is land enough for us all, but the man who 
gave you that paper wants to make you and we quarrel, that he may get all the land for himſelf.---Bro- 
thers, we preſent you with this belt as a token of the truth of what we now tell you, and that, on our 

art, we will hold the old friendſhip faſt, and keep up to all our old agreements. In the mean time, 
DCE we adviſe you to uſe no raſh. means with theſe people, for it is our hearts with to ſettle our af- 
fairs like brothers, in a peaceable manner. Mind then, that your young men in returning home, do

Brothers, We have liſtened to what you told us about keeping the council fire always burning at 
Eaſton. We will acquaint the great congreſs with what you ſay. The great congreſs will always be glad 
to ſee their good brothers at any place that ſhall be moſt convenient to their brothers of the Six Nations, 
and all thoſe other friendly Indians that are in alliance with them. But as we are all brothers, we think 
it would be beſt to keep but one fire for us all ; becauſe one great fire can be ſeen farther, and will warm 
us better than two little ones.--And colonel Bull, whom you ſay, you wiſh may be appointed to keep 
the fire alive, we will mention to the great congreſs, and dare ſay that they will — 2a to keep the 
peace ground clean, and to do you all the good ſervices he can. rp 
Brothers. Your friendly and peaceable conduct here, while you have been attending at this treaty, 
has been! very pleaſing to us, and we have endeavoured: to entertain you as well as theſe hurrying times 
would let us. When the war is over we will make a great fire, greater than any we have made yet ; 
and make all our brothers welcome, for we have now no other brothers than you.--We are very happy 
in hearing that our Indian brothers have no wars amongſt them, we hope they never will have any more. 

Brothers. We with you a good journey to your own homes, and deſire you to tell all our brothers the 
good news we have told you.--Tell them, brothers, that we have beaten the Engl/b king's great army, 
and that our hearts are joyful- with good news--tell them that we love them, and that we with to kee 
the old friendſhip faſt--tell them that we remember old times, and all the good things which our fathers

have often told you in this talk that we have now no other hrothers but you, and in this belt you will 
ſee that your Engliſh white brothers are going away, and that you and we only remain to keep up the old 
fire and ſhake hands together.

That although your memorialiſt, being well perſuaded that her faid huſband never cntertained/the 
leaſt inimical intention towards theſe American ſtates, nor has ever committed any treaſonable at againſt 
them, would have been deſirous of his return to her, and uſed her influence for that purpoſe, that he 
might have an opportunity of manifeſting that innocence whereof he is conſcious, before any tribunal 
of juſtice, yet ſuch return was not in his power, as will appear from the following ſhort ſtate of facts. 
Mr. Ferguſon, was a native of Britain, never reſided long in America, and before the declaration of 
independence, viz. in September 177 5, failed in a merchant ſhip for Briſlol, on buſineſs merely domeſ- 
tic, to ſettle ſome affairs with a brother in Narib-Britain. The public commotions encreafed fo ra- 
pidly from that period, that your memorialiſt herſelf, altho known to be as warmly attached to the 
American cauſe as belongs to the ſphere of a woman, wrote to him from time to time to protract his 
ſtay, in hopes of ſome ealmer ſtate of things ſpeedily taking place. On hearing of the rejection of the 
petition, carried to Eng/and by the honourable Richard Penn, eſquite, it appeared that the anhappy 
controverſy on foot, could then only be ſettled by the ſword ; and that a native of Britam engaging In 
the American cauſe, mult be led to the direful neceſſity of embruing his hands, perhaps in the bie 
of his neareſt relatives. It therefore became natural for a woman, not exempted from the timidiry of 
her ſex, to wiſh her huſband as long as poſſible abſent from ſueh a diſtreſſing ſeene. Ons © 
In March 1777, he embarked from Britain for Jamaica, and from thence took the uy opportunity 
he could obtain of coming to Pennſylvania, or its neighbourhood, which was in a ſhip for New-Tark, 
at which place he arrived the evening before the ſailing of lord Howe's fleet for Cheſapeake bay, on board 
of which he embarked with the advice of ſome of his friends in New-York, as the moſt eligible way of 
getting to his family, after ſo long and diſtreſſing an abſence.

Finding the public and the army injured, in ſome teſpects, by the | 
management of the department, we removed one officer, and ſhall carefully inſpe& the conduct of all 
others, that abuſes may not be repeated. We have diſpoſed of all the gallies and armed boats, except ſuch 
as were neceſſary forammediate protection and defence, and could be well manned. We have diſcharg- 
ed and paid off the officers and men of the ſtate fleet, who were ſupernumerary, ſo as to reduce the te- 
maining expence to a ſum comparatively ſmall. The heavy expence of the gun factory, though we had 
no reaſon to complain of the management of it, we have whelly ſuppreſſed, from a view of our preſent 
ſtock of arms, and belief that the ſtate may now be ſupplied upon cheaper terms. We have Abel 
ſome old and e demands of the recruiting ſervice, the militia of the back counties, and the artificers 
formerly employed in public works. The current and uſual expenditures have alſo had their claims, 
though but in part ſatisfied. On the ſixteenth day of January laſt, we procured from congreſs fixty 
thouſand pounds. The inconveniences of ſuch applications to the united ſtates, and the difficulties upon 
them, are well known to ſome of the honorable members of your houſe; and as the advance of money 
to this ſtate by congreſs, has been very great, (however the final balance of the account ma be) we 
cannot but believe you will approve of moderation and economy in ſuch applications. 
With ſuch various demands, and many of them very preſſing, and having no repreſentation made to 
us, either collectively or individually, of any depredations on trade until Monday laſt, the navigation be- 
ing alſo cloſed till laſt week, and no ſuitable veſſel to be found in this harbour, we did not attempt to 
provide a ſhip of war for the protection of trade; for had no other difficulties occurred, the impoſſibi- 
lity, in our circumſtances, of anſwering the heavy demand which it would have occaſioned, was alone a 
ſufficient bar. We might alſo add here, that our treaſury having only the reprobated emiſſions ( except 

the /fixty thouſand pounds ) this ſtroke of general finance has affected all our meaſures, 


Agrecable to your deſire, we made diligent enquiry after the foreſtallers of flour and other proviſions 
in this city, and cauſed ſeveral ſuſpected perſons to be proſecuted ; but whether the complaints were 
not well founded, or from a reluctance in the inhabitants to appear on ſuch proſecutions, the parties 
were diſmiſſed. We alſo iſſued a proclamation, reprobating and prohibiting all ſuch practices. Moſt 
earneſtly do we wiſh an effectual remedy might be provided; but a more general deteſtation and abhor- 
rence of them, we apprehend, muſt take place, before ſuch remedy can be had.

Firſt. B ECAUSE the clauſe in the conſtitution, (viz.) Nor ſhall any member, while he 
continues ſuch, hold any other office, except in the militia,”) which is ſaid to create the 
diſability, muſt mean by the word © other office,” as oppoſed to the office or duty of © member of aſ- 
ſembly,” offices within this ſtate, over which the legiſlative, executive or judicial powers have controul ; 
and can mean none elſe; for the following reaſons. | | | | 

Firſt. Becauſe to deelare a right by the conſtitution, without a poſſible remedy for the enjoyment of 
it within the conſtitution, would be abſurd, and would make the conſtitution a felo de fe. 

Now, the declaration of rights, which is the baſis and inviolable part of the conſtitution exprefily 
fays, that “ all freemen, having a ſufficient evident common intereſt with, and attachment to the com- 
munity, have a right to eleQ officers, and be elected into office.” But if another ſtate, or all the united 
ſtates together can, by conferring another office, or refuſing a reſignation of it, or barely appointing to 
it, without the conſent or acceptance of the party, diſquality a freeman from filling the higheſt office in 
his country's gift, (viz. that of a legiſlator) then the conſtitution has given a right without a remedy, 
and made that right depend on powers extraneous and foreign to the conſtitution---which would be 3 
ſoliciſm in politics as well as in common ſenſe, and is a doctrine of moſt dangerous conſequence to the 
freedom of individual ſtates, and might deprive them for any length of time, of the ſervice of thoſe 
members in whom they place their higheſt confidence. | 

Secondly. Had the conſtitution intended to exclude them from ſeats, becauſe they had offices de- 

endant on congreſs, the negative would have been joined to the office of aſſembly man, as the con- 
ſtitution has done in the caſe of juſtices of the peace.---Its words in that caſe are, no juſtice of the 
peace ſha]l ſit in the general aſſembly, unleſs he firſt reſign his commiſſion.” This is clear language 
So, likewiſe in another clauſe, * The treaſurer of the ſtate, the truſtees of. the loan- office, colleors 
of cuſtoms or exciſe, judge of the 2dmiralty, attorney general, &c. &c. ſhall not be capable of a ſeat 


in the general aſſembly.” But how different is the clauſe in queſtion, reſpecting the office of i” 
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of aſſembly ? ** No * while be continues ſuch, ſhall hold anyother office, except in the militia.” 
Now. it is clear by the words, while he continues ſuch,” that the othce of member of aſſembly muſt 
not give way to the other office ; but that the office muſt give way to the office of member, in which 
he is to continue. And the only office which he may hold with it, being an office in the militia; and 
under the controul of the ſaid ſtate, ſhews, that all the other offices which he may not hold: muſt be 
offices in this ſtate alſo. For where any exception is made from univerſals, the univerſals Hut be all of 
the fame kind with the particular excepted, 

Thirdly. Had the office of repreſentative been intended to give way to any other, * words would 
have been the reverſe of what they are; It would have been ſaid, no perſon holding any office in the 
gift of this ſtate or congreſs, ſhall ſet in the general aſſembly; unleſs he reſigns that office. ” Therefore, 
25 the ſaid reſolve is not warranted by, but is diametrically contrary to the conſtitution; (which however 
repugnant it may be in this and other inſtances; to the true principles of liberty, and the happineſs of the 
good people of the ſtate, it is our indiſpenſible duty to keep unimpaired, until altered by thoſe, who 

alone, have the right ſo to do, the people.) We do thus bear our folemn teſtimony againſt the ſaid re- 
ſolve, and ſubmit to the freemen X the ſtate, theſe out reaſons for fo doing.

After which, ſhould they make laws deſiroRive to 
privileges granted by the conſtitution, and take away the right of oleQion itſelf, the people cauld have 
no redreſs bur by a general inſurrection, Which hath been for the moſt part fatal to thoſe immediately 
concerned, and thereby rivetted the ſhackles of tyranny upon the'ſtate, . And our apprehenſions are the 
more excited on this occaſion, becauſe it is a known fact that the poſſeſſion of power ſtimulates ambiti- 
on, and that a public body can more eaſily make infoads upon the rights of mankind than an individual, 
being by no means ſo liable to ſuſpicion or to puniſhment, becauſe it hath always been found, that the 
majority of a popular aſſembly, being 254 men by oppoſition; goaded by reſentment, and ſapported by 


heats and ferments among the people, take the moſt -anjuſtifiable miethods' to gratify the revenge, | or 
fatiate the ambition of the individuals who compoſe it, under the plauſible pretences of public good. 
And becauſe the extenfive influence which they muſt neceffarily have among the citizens of a ſtate, en- 
ables them to conceal their own deſigns, and miſrepreſent the views of their opponents, until it is too 
late for the virtuous part of the people to do themſelves juſtice: Befides which, as the different violati- 
ons may be made ſtep by ſtep, mankind although alarmed, may be unwilling to put every thing at ſtake 
for the redreſs of grievances, which are generally incurable; when they come to preſs ſo heavy, as to be 
univetſally felt: Wherefore all wiſe and virtuous legiflators have deviſed ſalutary checks againſt the in- 
ordinate luſt and abuſe of power, in which checks political liberty confiſts, and without that, there can 
de no ſecurity for the moſt invaluable bleſſings of life. © rr rr nah + 
_ Thirdly. Becauſe the faid gonſtitution hath not given that vigor and energy to the executive power, 
which is effential to the purpoſes of good government, and as its rights are not accurately defined, fo 
while on the one hand it muſt aſſume authority in ſome inftances from real neceflity, the precedent 
will thereby be cſtabliſhed from pretended neceffity; to arrogate it in all; And in' caſes of neglect or 
abuſe, it will be not only difficult to point out the principal delinquent; but as the impeachment muft 
be tried before his accomplices, there can be little hope of conviction, or if the majority ſhould be im- 
peached, and a new mode of trial inſtitnted; then they would 1 become ſo ſubordinate to the 
legiſlature, as to be merely the inſtruments of their tyranny. From wheace it follows, that it would 
be the mutual intereſt of the executive council, and general aſſembly, to affiſt rather than oppoſe each 
other in deſigns againſt the liberties of the ſtate, — n 
Fourthly. Becauſe the faid conſtitutiog hath eftabliſhed à council of cenſors, which will become 4

hands of unfit perſops, who might eafily be induced to co-operate with fame defigniug man or ſet of 
men, to oppreſs the ſtate, in order to acquire for themſelves a degree of property and importance to

B ECAUSE we are of opinion, that the faid reſolution is à plain and direct violation both of the 
letter and the ſpirit of the conſtitution, which provides, that no perſon ſhall fit as a member of aſ- 
ſembly, who holds any office under the ſtate, except in the militia. e. | 
Now as the duties pointed out by the militia law, for lieutenants 4nd ſub-lieutenants are principally 
in the civil line, and as they have no military authority, it is clear that they ought not to be conſider- 
ed as militid officers : But what is deciſive in this queſtion is, that they cannot be viewed as militia of- 
ficers, without conſtruing the militia law a breach of the conſtitution : For by the fifth ſection, all 
militia officers from a colonel downwards, ere 'to he choſen by the people. Now, as the lieutenants 
and ſub-lieutenants are appointed, not by the people, but by the aſſembly, it follows, either that the 
aſſembly have deprived the people of a right, in violation of the conſtitution; of that they did not Iook 
on the lieutenants and ſub-lieutenants as military officers: And though the reſolution. now paſſed ſup- 
ſes the former, yet in juſtice to the aſſembly who paſſed the militia law, and upon the faireſt princi- 
ples of conſtruction, we are of opinion, that they can with no propriety be deemed militia officers, 
2d. We think ourſelves bound to proteſt againſt this meaſure, from the fatal precedent it eſtabliſh- 
es. We conſider it as a moſt dangerous ſymptom of 2 want of that rigid integrity, w ich ſhould mark 
the meaſures of the repreſentatives of a free people in a republican government: Nor can we refrain ex- 
preſſing our concern. and ſurpriſe, that an aſſembly of freemen ſhould determine, that a ſet of men, en- 
truſted with public money, and accountable for it to the aſſembly, ſhould be permitted to fit as mem- 
bers in that aſſembly ; and not only to fit as members, but even to vote and act upon the ſettlement of 
their own accounts. | e | IH 
If men entruſted with public money, may fit as members, and paſs their own accounts, the moſt fa- 
tal conſequences may be apprehended. | | | 
We therefore conclude, that both the ſpirit and letter of the conſtitution are by the reſolve expreſſi 1 
violated ; and that the ſame is repugnant to thoſe political principles which ever ſhould regulate an al- 
ſembly of freemen : Wherefore we requeſt to record our difſeht with the reaſons on which it is founded.

Gentlemen of the General Aſſembly, 


T is with the greateſt ſatisfaction we congratulate you upon the various ſucceſſes which bait 
diſtinguiſhed the period of your receſs. While the moſt conſummate bravery and diſcipline ba" | 
marked the enterprizes of our troops by land, glory and victory have attended thoſe of our ales by a; 

fucceſſes, which at once reflect the higheſt honor upon themſelves and the reſpe&iye nations, and . 


ford the faireſt proſpect of ſpeedy tranquility and peace. ben

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When, to theſe events, we add the acceſſion of another great and foreign power to the inte- 
reſts of America, and that the year has been crowned with a moſt plentiful harveſt, we cannot but ad- 
mire and acknowledge the favor and goodneſs of Providence. In ſhort, nothing ſeems left us to wiſh, 
but a revival of that public ſpirit and virtue, which ſhone with ſo much luſtre in the early days of this 
conteſt, and which ſeems now neceſſary for the reſtoration of public credit, and the relief ſof our ſuf- 
fering frontiers. To both theſe objects we muſt requeſt your immediate and unremitted attention ; and 
to this end ſhall now lay before you ſundry reſolutions of the honorable the congreſs, for calling in 
large ſums of the preſent emiſſions. We eſteem ourſelves happy in the reflection, that no ſteps. for 
the ſecurity of the expoſed counties were omitted by us ; the moſt ſeaſonahle orders for ſtationiog a bo- 
dy of militia, and alſo raiſing five companigs of rangers, were iflued, and every ſupply required has 
been ſent without delay. That the orders for the militia were not puuctually complied with in ſome 
counties, and in others wholly neglected, is, what we have great reaſon to lament; at the ſame time 
that we think it well deſerving of ſerious enquiry, that due praiſe may be given to thoſe who merit it. 
We cannot but deem ſuch ſelf-exemptions from public duty as tending to a criminal relaxation of the 
bonds of ſociety, and à departure from the duties of a well regulated government. All the papers will 
now be laid before you, from which you will obſerve, that, diſappointed in the expected aid, the fron- 
tier inhabitants have formed themſelves into companies and aſſociations for defence, in the courſe of 
which expences have been contracted, which, if they appear in the ſame light to you as they have done 
to us, you will not heſitate to diſcharge, and thus encourage them to continue as a barrier to the more 
improved and ſettled counties. How far the reviſal and collecting the militia law, with its various ſup- 
plements, into one compleat ſyſtem; will tend to remedy the like evils in future, we ſubmit to your 
conſideration.

Firſt. ECAUSE in our opinion, the proceedings in this houſe in the caſe of the college, 
B academy and charitable ſchool of Philade/phia, though acknowledged to be a caſe of the 
higheſt importance, have been hurried on without regard to accuſtomed forms, by which the appezr. 
ance of juſtice has not been in the leaſt kept up, nor the honor of the legiſlature in any meaſure 
ſerved. For the report brought in by the committee, having been read, but for the firſt time, has ne. 
ver yet been diſcofled by the houſe, or the faQts ſtated therein been attempted to be eſtabliſhed, ; 
Secondly. Becauſe, though certain queſtions of law aroſe upon the facts as ſtated in the report, about 
which every member ought to have been ſatisfied before he pronounced finally in a cauſe of ſuch high 
concern to the public, and to other corporations as well as to individuals, this houſe have peremptori / 
refuſed tq take the opinion of the judges of the ſupreme court thereon, who attended the arguments of 
the council by order of the houſe, for the expreſs purpoſe of explaining the law that might atiſe in 

this caſe. 2 
Thirdly. Becauſe it is contrary to the firſt and moſt eſſential principles of juſtice, and alſo to the na- 
ture and form of parliamentary proceedings, to order a bill to be brought in upon à report of this nature, 
without having the evidence of the allegations ſet forth in the report previouſly ſtated, examined and 
eſtabliſhed. No evidence has been ſtated before this houſe, far leſs has any evidence been examined 
and eſtabliſhed. Such evidence was repeatedly called for by the counſel for the college. It was aſſerted 
(and that was all that could be done on the negative ſide of the queſtion) that ſuch evidence could not 
be produced, becauſe it did not exiſt, This houſe therefore, with regard to the facts, has no other ba- 
ſis for their proceedings than the denied and unſupported ſuggeſtions of the committee, To proceed on 
ſuch a baſis is unprecedented in parliamentary hiſtory. | {2a _ 
The corporation was heared by its counſel indeed, but this was only a ſhew of juſtice : For theevi- 
dence (if there is any evidence) on which its charter is to be broken, is ſuppreſſed : And while it is 
ſuppre ſſed, and conſequently cannot be either anſwered or refuted, the corporation may truly be ſaid 

to be condemned unheard, | | | | 

Fourthly. Becauſe the corporation has an undoubted right to the ineſtimable privilege of having mat- 
ters of fact tried by a jury; and matters of law determined by the judges, under the ſanction of their 
oath of office, It is utterly ſubverſive of this privilege, and of the fundamental principles of freedom, 
to bring cauſes of this nature to receive a determination here, The great Monteſquieu declares, that * there 
is no liberty if the power of judging be not ſeparated from the legiſlative and executive powers. Were 
it joined with the legiſlative, the life and liberty of the ſubject would be expoſed to arbitrary con- 
* trol; for the judge would then be the legiſlator,” Blackſtone, in his commentaries on the laws of 
England, ſays, that “ in this diſtin and ſeparate exiſtence of the judicial power, conſiſts one main 
« preſervative of the public liberty, Were it joined with the legiſlative, the life, liberty and propetty 
* of the ſubject would be in the hands of arbitrary judges, whoſe deciſions would be then regulated on- 
* ly by their own opinions, and not by any fundamental principles of law,” Any union therefore of 
the judicial and legillative powers in this ſtate is of the moſt terrifying nature, 2nd muſt afford the good 
people of Pennſylvania this uncomfortable reflection, that every intereſt, and every right they poſlels 
however religiouſly guarded by the law and the codſtitution, may be in the uncontrollable and inſtant 
diſpoſal of one ſingle body of men, not bound to any certain meaſures of right, and liable as other men 
to be hurried on by the tranſient guſts of paſſion, or the ſtorms of faction. And more eſpecially, as there 
is no incompetency in the courts of law to the preſent object however important or conſiderable it may be. 
Fifthly. Becauſe one of the motives, which it is preſumed has lead the majority of the houſe to this 
determination, and which was urged with ſo much vehemence at the bar of the houſe, to wi, the ex- 
pediency and propriety of disfranchiſing certain truſtees of the college, for no other reaſon but thit 
they had been at times, in their private capacities, defirous of promoting alterations in our conſtitute
